A great number of so called 
news releases come across our desk 
each week that are designed to pro­ 
mote someone’s product disguised 
as a news story. This is a method 
created by enterprising public rela­ 
tions people as an effort to get free 
advertising in newspapers a r o u n d 
the country. 
For the most part we just con­ 
sign them to the waste basket since 
we have to make our living selling 
our advertising space and find it a 
little hard to survive when we give 
this space away. 
But this week we happened to 
run across a news release from the 
Solo Cup Foundation that wasn't try­ 
ing to promote their products and 
carried a m essage that we feel is 
well worth passing along. 
In this era of preoccupation 
with sex and nudity under the guise 
of freedom of expression, a simple 
letter written to man about the im­ 
age of womanhood is creating a lot 
of interest throughout the country. 
S o m e radio personalities s u c h as 
Los Angeles' famous Dick Witting- 
hill have read it repeatedly on their 
radio programs. Newspapers and 
magazines, both religious and sec­ 
ular, are reprinting it. And private 
citizens are copying it for distribu­ 
tion to their friends. 
This is what "Open Letter to 
Man” says: 
"I am a Woman. 
"I am your wife, your sweet­ 
heart, your mother, your daughter, 
your sister. . . your friend. I NEED 
YOUR HELP. 
"I was created to give to the 
world G E N T L E N E S S , UNDER­ 
STANDING, SERENITY, BEAUTY 
AND LOVE. I am finding it increas­ 
ingly difficult to fulfill my purpose. 
"Many people in advertising, 
motion pictures, television and radio 
have ignored my inner qualities and 
have repeatedly used me ONLY as a 
symbol of 
SEX 
’’This humiliates me; it de­ 
stroys my dignity; it prevents me 
from being what YOU want me to be 
-an example of- 
’’Beauty, Inspiration and love- 
”Love for my children, love 
for my husband, love of my God and 
country. 
"I need your help to restore 
me to my true position. . . to ALLOW 
me to fulfill th e PURPOSE FOR 
WHICH I WAS CREATED. 
"I know you will find a way. ” 
This letter was written about 
ten years ago by songwriter Sy Mil­ 
ler and his wife, the former actress, 
J i l l Jackson. B ut it wasn’t until 
’’Open Letter to Man” was discov­ 
ered shortly over a year ago by the 
Rev. Francis J. Caffrey of the Mary- 
knoll Fathers that it received wide­ 
spread circulation. 
"Open Letter to Man” is a 
simple, sex-oriented image of wo­ 
manhood. I fs difficult today for a 
girl or young woman to believe any­ 
one really c a r e s about morality, 
femininity and virtue in our society 
But the challenge is simply stated 
for allto meet, ”1 know you will find 
a way ” 
The invitation to help find the 
way i s open to all.

Electricity 
from the Atom 


By Glenn T. Seaborg, Chairman 


U. S. Atomic Energy Commission 


When a utility begins planning a new electricity generating 
station, it has many 
energy sources to choose from. The new 
plant could be powered by coal, by 
oil. or by natural gas. 


And recent.j utilities have been turning to another energy 
source, and that s the power within the nucleus of the atom. 


When an atom splits apart — or “ fis­ 
sions ’— it releases a considerable amount 
ot heat that can be used to generate 
electricity. This energy source is so com- 
pact that the energy of 20,000 cubic feet 


ot coal is packed into a one-inch cube of 
uranium metal. 


The first large demonstration of using 
nuclear power to generate electricity be­ 
gan only 12 years ago, but utilities are 
already operating or planning about IOO 
nuclear power plants in 29 different states. We predict that by 
the year 2000 nuclear plants will account for about half of the 
electrical capacity of the nation. 


Why are so many utilities selecting nuclear power for their 
new plants? Well, tor several reasons. Ten years of experience 
have proved nuclear plants to be safe, efticient, and uniquely 
clean, and large-size nuclear power plants are considered 
competitive economically with conventional generating sta­ 
tions. Nuclear plants also have a number of aesthetic and 


environmental advantages that are becoming more important 
to electric utilities. They don't release clouds of combustion 
products into the atmosphere to add to our air pollution 
problem, and they don’t require special railroad tracks and 


freight cars that spread dust and noise around the plant site. 
However, nuclear plants reject somewhat more waste heat than 
conventional plants. 
There will be even more advantages in nuclear power 
plants as new types of reactors are developed. The Atomic 
Energy Commission is working on a new type that will be 
more efficient and more economical than today’s reactors. 
And it will actually be able to produce more nuclear fuel than 
it consumes— which has led us to call it a “ breeder” reactor. 
Future developments in nuclear power plants will give our 
utilities a wider range of choices for their generating stations. 
When they select nuclear plants, conventional fuels will be 
released for other applications, such as raw materials for the 
chemical industry. Because of the limited amount of conven­ 
tional fuels and the inherent advantages of nuclear power, 
many of us have come to think of the atom as the fuel of the 
future.

Urn ‘Seen’ 


Neutron radiography, a key 


performer in the conquest of 
space and the harnessing of 
nuclear energy, has turned its 
probing eye on the secrets of 
a 
2,000-year-old 
Chinese 
bronze ceremonial urn. 
Neutron radiography, one 
ot science’s new techniques 
for 
teeing 
the 
insides 
of 
opaque objects or materials, 
is a modern complement to X 
ray. Its high intensity beam 
of neutrons penetrates solid 
materials like metal and bone 
and reveals less compact sub­ 
stances like rubber, plastics, 
nylon 
and 
many 
liquids 
which don't show up on X- 
ray film. 


Chou Dynasty 
Ihe new see-through tech­ 
nology's versatility was used 
to examine the urn owned by 
the Los Angeles County Mu­ 
seum of Art. The urn, buried 
with the body of a Chinese 
aristocrat 
during 
the 
late 
Chou dynasty (1000 to 500 
B.C.), probably contained ar­ 
ticles valued by the deceased 
nobleman. 
The 
decoratively

vessel, 20 inches in diameter 
and

International 
at 
Canoga Park by Dr. Thomas 
Cairns of the museum’s con­ 
servation center to learn how 
it was made and what materi­ 
als were used in its fabrica­ 
tion. 


Inner Structure 


Using an Atomic Energy 
Commission nuclear reactor 
as a neutron source, techni­ 
cians 
made neutron radio­ 
graphs

“ We 
wanted to see if neutron radi­ 
ography would reveal any­ 
thing exciting about the urn,” 
said Dr. Cairns, “ and it did. It 


showed the inner structure of 
the legs which we had not 
seen before.’’ Ile explained 
that the legs appear to be 
packed with clay, along with 
some straw and small pieces 
of wood. As a matter of fact, 
Dr. Cairns believes the neu­ 
tron radiographs show that 
the legs are filled with two 
different kinds of clay. 
In other art applications, 
neutron radiography can be 
used as a nuclear detective to 
determine the authenticity of 
paintings.

Regardless of how many warning 
reports you get about the weather, 
there are times when a sudden, un­ 
expected, unpredictable squall hits 
while you’re on the water. And it 
can upset the best fishing plans. 
Sudden 
storms 
strike 
whether 
you’re on the Gulf, on a lake, on a 
stream, even on a pond. You’re likely 
to be caught while fishing the Gulf, 
more frequently than anywhere . . . 
probably because you are farther 
from shore. Isn’t that natural? 
Anyway, sometime back a group 
of us went to Freeport. We had plans 
for going out to the snapper banks 
early the next morning. When we re­ 
tired 
for the evening everything 
looked fine. We had listened to the 
weather reports and everything was 
“go”. But when we stuck our head 
out the door at 2 a.m. there was a 
storm blowing. We went back to bed 
and tried again at 6 o’clock. 
Despite the fact that the wind was 
still high, we got on one of Raymond 
Muchowich’s boats and headed out. 
We hadn’t gone five miles until prac­ 
tically every man on the boat was 
sick from bouncing on the high waves. 
So, we turned around and headed 
back. 
Another time four of us left Aus­ 
tin for Greer’s Ferry lake near Little 
Rock, Arkansas. When we boarded the 
plane in Austin it was a beautiful 
spring day. 
We drove the 70 miles from Little 
Rock, to our fishing area, under a 
star-filling heaven. But at 4 a.m. we 
were awakened by wind cracking 
through the tall pine trees and thund­ 
er and lightning that made us wonder 
if the world was coming to an end. 
I could go on and on reporting doz­ 
ens of such incidents. Each time con­ 
ditions seemed fine, but turned out 
different. 
Sudden weather changes 
call for more than just having a 
weather eye out. You need to be pre­ 
pared for such emergencies. 
Always be sure to have good rain 
gear along, not just some flimsy 
something, but real gear that not 
only will keep you dry but warm. 
Then have either a tarp or some 


plastic material to protect your fish­ 
ing equipment and other parapher­ 
nalia aboard. This especially if you're 
fishing salt water. 
Those who carry cameras will do 
well to keep them in tightly closed 
plastic bags. In fact, every tackle box 
should have a few' of these large-size 
plastic bags just for emergencies. 
Naturally, life jackets or other 
safety equipment is a must. Under 
existing laws in most states, and 
certainly those covering boats that 
go out into the Gulf, there are legal 
requirements about life jackets. This 
is something every individual should 
carefully check for his own protection. 
Coast-guard approved safety cush­ 
ions offer some security but they are 
far from adequate under certain con­ 
ditions. If all go overboard who’s left 
to toss you a cushion? Or even a life­ 
saving ring. If you can’t swim, wear 
a life jacket at all times. It’s better 
to be called a sissy than a corpse. 
There’s another good idea, too. 
When you are on the water and see 
indications of an approaching storm, 
crank up that motor and head back 
to shore. Or, if you are too far away 
from your camp, head into the near­ 
est land and make your boat fast. Be 
sure all your gas tanks are closed 
well, and that your motor gets protec­ 
tion. Without either of them you may 
be grounded for quite a spell. 
For boat equipment it is well to 
always have with you either a large 
tarp or several painter drop cloths 
made of plastic. They take up practic­ 
ally no space, yet they furnish good, 
one-time protection against the ele­ 
ments. 
If you must fight out a storm, try 
to head into the waves and keep the 
passenger load weight low. The heavy 
rain may beat into your face, but it 
also tends to hold down the force of 
the waves. 
Sudden squalls are very frequent 
during the hot summer months, es­ 
pecially on the Gulf. Most of them 
give only a short notice of their ap­ 
proach, so be ready and keep a weath­ 
er eye out for signs of any distur­ 
bance of the elements.

State to Regulate 
Commerical Hog 
Lots Near Water 
Commercial hog lots located 
near public flowing streams 
or surface w ater supplies win 
be placed under regulation in 
the near future by the Texas 
W ater Quality Board. Notice 
of public hearing has been 
published in 12 daily news­ 
papers across the state. The 
hearing is set for IO a.m., 
August 5, at the 
Terrace 
Motor Hotel in Austin. 
Also, any swine producing 
operation may be required to 
comply with regulations if it 
is located 
over a sensitive 
groundwater area where seep­ 
age may cause contamination 
of wells or other w ater supply 
in 
the 
neighborhood. 
Hog 
farms are subject to regul­ 
ation if they cause a nuisance 
or appreciable damage to pub­ 
lic waters in the state. 
The regulation does not ap­ 
ply to small-farm hog pro­ 
ducers unless they are en­ 
dangering some public w ater 
supply.

AUSTIN, — As fast as the 
state’s major finance agencies 
moved out of the capitol into 
the new Finance Building,
